mounting rod together when in the engaged position or a fastener having a 
terminal opening therethrough for delivery of the wire from the another opening 
into the mirror housing body, the fastener configured to compress a biasing 
device to releasably hold the mirror housing body to the base member or said 
pivot assembly being secured with said base assembly about said another 
opening whereby said wire is routed from the outlet, through the pivot assembly 
into the mirror housing body as set forth in the claimed combination.
